American Legion Memor­ 
ial Held At Arlington 
National Cemetery.

WASHINGTON, May SO.—As the 
principal speaker in Memorial Day 
exercises 
at 
Arlington 
National 
Cemetery, President Harding led the j 
nation today in paying tribute to i4« 
dead heroes of the World War. 
The ceremonies in the Memorial 
ampitheatre at 
Arlington with na­ 
tional officers of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and American 
Legion 
participating and other patriotic or­ 
ganizations 
included, 
formed 
the 
principal feature of the capital's ob­ 
servance of the day. 
A parade of 
members of the several 
organiza­ 
tions, reviewed by the president from 
the W hite House, preceded on the 
program the ampitheatre 
exercises. 
Other speakers there included James 
W . 
W illett, 
commander-in-chief of 
the G. A. R., and Wason B. Miller, na­ 
tional vice commander of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. 
The dedication by Mrs. 
Harding of an elm tree to the World 
War dead was also on the day's pro­ 
gram. 
The site of the tree is about 
IOO yards from the Tomb of the Un­ 
known Soldier. 
In the principal 
address at 
the 
American Legion memorial services 
at 
Arlington, 
acting 
Secretary 
Dwight Davis, of the 
war 
depart­ 
ment, declared the legion “must de­ 
mand that never again she* Ameri­ 
can boys be sacrificed as «:m y 
of 
these, our comrades, were •aerificed, 
because we forgot the lessons of the 
past." 
“Those who opposed in times 
of 
peace," Mr. Davis said, “the train­ 
ing of these boys for self defense, 
m ust feel a heavy weight of respon­ 
sibility for this 
unnecessary sacri­ 
fice. 
Yet today we hear the same 
voices again raised, urging that our 
defenses be thrown down, our army 
and navy disbanded, our men again 
left untrained for self defense. 
“War is horrible, they say, and be­ 
ing horrible, must be made impos­ 
sible. 
With that aspiration, we all 
agree as to its present probability 
and means of accomplishing it, we 
differ. 
“The constructive way to work for 
real peace is to 
bend 
our every 
energy towards removing the misun­ 
derstandings, the jealousies and the 
hatreds between peoples. 
The train­ 
ing of a strong and peace loving peo­ 
ple to defend them selves against at­ 
tack is their own best guarantee of 
peace. 
That is the teaching of our 
forefathers, who won for us our inde­ 
pendence.”

Trained Police to Ruhr. 
ESSEN, May 30.—The arrival of 
trained 
police 
at Bochum and at 
other strike zones in the Ruhr was 
welcomed by the German officials 
as being certain to liquidate the un­ 
rest among the large numbers of 
workmen now on strike. 
The offi­ 
cials predicted that there now w’ould 
be 
little 
more 
trouble 
from the 
“reds." 
Sixty-five police from Duesseldorf 
were sent into Bochum to reinforce 
the firemen and white guards who 
since Friday night had been beseig- 
ed in the headquarters of the fire­ 
men. Upon the arrival of the police­ 
men there was a rapid disappearance 
of all the wearers of red armlets. 
The local guards and firemen at 
several towns in the Ruhr have been 
reinforced by police from the Rhine-1 
land under an agreement with the j 
various 
French 
commanders. 
The 
German officials expressed the belief j 
that the situation will now take on I 
the aspect of an ordinary strike and 
that the reign of terror attributed to 
the communist 
element, 
in w’hich ; 
nearly fifty persons have been killed, I 
will come to an end.

and many wounded in the three days J 
of fighting.

Some of the logical difficulties about our 
treatment of immigration will be solved by 
the newer attitude we are taking toward 
immigration. 
For instance, in dealing with Asiatic im­ 
migration, we have met with the criticism 
from Japan that we are illogically discrim­ 
inatory, when we pick out Asiatics, and ad­ 
mit Europeans 
freely. 
It is not answer, 
from the Japanese point of view, for us to

validity. It is convincing evidence of 
the sound sense of the American peo­ 
ple in the long run and their love of 
civil liberty and 
its 
constitutional 
guaranties, that, in spite of hostility 
thus frequently engendered, the court 
has lived with its powers unimpaired 
until the present day. 
“The assassination of Lincoln stir­ 
red the passion of the northern peo­ 
ple and threw power into the hands 
of the radical element of the republi­ 
can party in congress. Conflict with 
Lincoln’s successor quickly ensued 
and a policy of radical reconstruc­ 
tion followed, which we can be rea­ 
sonably sure w ould have been spared 
the south had 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
lived. 
With a two-thirds majority in each 
house, the republican party leaders 
brooked no opposition, 
and 
when 
that which had been done in due 
course came before the court for con­ 
sideration of its validity, the atti­ 
tude 
of 
those 
leaders toward the 
curt became one of suspicion and re­ 
sentment. 
Until one refreshes his 
recollection of that period, he can 
hardly realize how' far the radical re­ 
publican congress went in their ef­ 
fort to oust the court of its jurisdic­ 
tion. They were afraid that the court 
w'ould pronounce their reconstruction 
measures invalid. 
They were stir­ 
red to this fear by the decision in ex 
parte Milligan, in which tho court re­ 
fused to recognize the pow'er of the 
president in time of w*ar to direct a 
military commission to try for trea­ 
son and sentence to death a civilian 
in a state not invaded by the enemy 
and w'here the civil courts were func­ 
tioning. 
For 
fear 
that 
the court 
might hold invalid the w'ork of such 
commissions when organized under 
the reconstruction acts by military 
governors in the 
southern 
states, 
congress took the case of McArdle, 
presenting the 
question, 
from the 
court’s consideration, abruptly, after 
it had been argued and submitted, by 
] repeal of its jurisidiction. 
In the 
heat of the feeling against the court, 
j bills 
were 
proposed 
limiting 
its 
power to declare laws invalid by a 
, majority, and there w'ere serious pro­ 
posals made to abolish this power of 
the court altogether. 
The personal 
attacks made upon the court by the 
party press 
were 
severe and un­ 
measured. This was the atmosphere 
in which Chief Justice Chase lived 
during his judicial service. 
‘While mistakes were made by the 
court in those days, at other times, 
for it was and is a human institution, 
j one can not see, In looking back to 
that decade, that there is anything in 
the constitutional law' as it was han­ 
ded on to the next generation which 
is to be condemned. 
The result in 
the legal tender cases is still a mat­ 
ter of discussion by historians, stu­ 
dents of constitutional law and poli­ 
tical economists. The decision in the 
slaughter house Cases, which awaken­ 
ed great protest, certainly served to j 
maintain a wise balance between the 
national and the state powers. 
The 
Milligan case, which called out the < 
bitterest criticism, nevertheless laid 
down the principle of the mainten- ; 
a nee of constitutional right during 
war, for which we are now all grate- j 
ful.

CHICAGO, May 30.—Despite a re­ 
duction in acreage in a number of 
early and intermediate 
states,

States department of agriculture.

23.

Pric­ 
es declined for most products.

The week’s movement of strawber­ 
ries was the heaviest of the season, 
I although total shipments were some 
I 3,000 cars behind that of last season, 
because of the late start.

source of supply, while Florida, Ala­ 
bama, Louisiana and North Carolina 
have exceeded their quotas of* last 
season.

Eggs.—Make a 
white sauce, using three tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, bubbling hot, and 
three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
when well-blended add three cup­ 
fuls of milk gradually. Season with 
salt, cayenne and white pepper and 
add 
one 
cupful 
of 
finely-diced 
Young American cheese. Stjr until 
the cheese is melted, then add one- 
half cupful of th-n cream. 
Havo 
ready six hard-cooked eggs In the 
shell and cook a bunch of the ten­ 
der portions of asparagus cut in 
inch-pieees. Slice the eggs and add 
to the asparagus; do not stir to de­ 
stroy the shape; add the sauce and 
serve on slices of buttered toast. 
June Salad.—Place white lettuce 
on a glass salad plate, radiate 
cooked asparagus stalks toward the 
edge, leaving space in the center of 
the mound for cooked, seasoned, 
green peas; surround with a ring 
of cooked carrots, sprinkle with 
French dressing 
and pipe thick 
mayonnaise in rings around the 
vegetables, putting a whirl in the 
center .which is garnished with a 
few white lettuce leaves. 
Sprinkle 
the carrots with minced parsley 
and the peas and asparagus with 
finely-chopped red pepper. 
Spiced Blackberries.—There Is no 
more delicious pickle than that pre­ 
pared from the wild blackberry. 
Take seven pounds of blackberries 
with three pounds of sugar and one 
pint of vinegar. 
Into the vinegar 
and sugar place a small cheesecloth 
bag of two teaspoonfuls each of 
cinnamon and cloves with a little 
nutmeg. 
Let the spices stand in 
the sugar and vinegar for several 
hours, then boil ten minutes, add 
the berries and when they are well 
scalded put them into a jar and 
pour over the bolling hot sirup. 
The sirup may be boiled down 
half the quantity before addin 
then the spice bag may be remove 
if too much spice Is not liked.
